RC&D SPONSORSHIP 
Another resolution was 
passed which agreed that tile 
County would become a spon­ 
sor of the Resource Conserva­ 
tion and Development Pro­ 
gram of the Alamo Area 
Council of Governments, and 
appointed Harold Stlegler as 
sn official representative to 
the County RC&D Commit­ 


tee. 
TRAILER LAW 
Decause of the new trailer 
law which {daces rigid brake 
requirements on even rela­ 
tively small trailers, the 
Court issued a resolution call­ 
ing for amendments to the 
trailer law to ease the bur­ 
den which it places on sports­ 
men, farmers, ranchers and 
horse lovers. 


JURY SELECTION 
A fourth resolution pasred 
by the Court concerned the 
selection of juries as speci­ 
fied by the New Jury Law, SB 
369, which states "Once a 
proopective juror has been 
removed from a jury panel 
for cause, by pe rem tory chal- 
ienge, or for any reason, he 
shall be immediately dis­ 
missed from jury service and 
shall not be placed on anoth­ 
er jury panel until Ills name 
is returned to the jury wheel 
and drawn again as a pros­ 
pective juror". This law has 
resulted in the need to call a 
large number of jurors when­ 
ever more than one case is 
set for trial, in order to have 
enough left for the last case. 
Many times, a juror may be 
undesirable to either side of 
a law suit, criminal or civil, 
but may be desirable to both 
sides, in the next case. 
The Court urged Governor 
Smith to open up the Legis­ 
lature to consider amending 
the New Jury Law. 
SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL 
The Commissioners ac­ 
cepted plans of operation of 
a solid waste disposal plan 
in tfse City of Devine, which 
Is also to be used by Medina 
County Pct. 4. 
SEWER EASEMENT 
A resolution adopted by 
the Court transfers to the Me­ 
dina County water Control 
and Improvement District 
No. 2 the right to construct, 
alter, and maintain a sewer 
line alongside county roads 
in D'Hanis. 
RADIO TOWER 
The County will acquire a 
lifetime easement on a cer­ 
tain tract of land atop Dunlay 
Hill. on which to erect a ra­ 
dio tower for the use of the 
Medina County Sheriff De­ 
partment. 
TAX RATE SET 
The tax rate for the new 
County budget was set at 
l l IO, according to a rec­ 
ommendation from Harris, 
Robertson and Co, Certified 


Public Accountants, in Sin­ 
ton. The new rate will be 
divided tentatfvelv ss follows:

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o ver. Council cannot pass an ordinance 
ordering anyone to pay higher wages. That 
is up to the companies and businesses them­ 
selves. They must weigh their incomes a- 
gainst their conscience and if the money is 
there then decide what they wish to do. 


To continue, let's look at some of the 
other projects the City Council has worked: 
1) the appointment of a Housting A u ­ 
thority was accomplished after Mayor 
George Brucks and Council members at­ 
tended A A C O G housing meetings, heard 
experts in the field and listened to the rec­ 
ommendations of a local committee. 
2) the City Council each year is en­ 
thusiastic in its financial support of the 
Summer Recreation Program which benefits 
some IOO youngsters daily for seven weeks. 
3) the City Council wants to develop a 
neighborhood park in the area along 18th 
Street which heretofore has been nothing 
but an eye sore. 
Mayor Brucks, who Is 
president of the Hondo Lions Club this 
year, told that group last week the City 
hopes its members w ill take on a project to 
help furnish part of the park. 
I am sure he 
w ill make the same offer to the American 
Legion posts, the G . l. Forum and A uxili­ 


ary, the V FW post, the Garden Club, and 
other civic organizations or groups that 
want to express a constructive concern a- 
bout Hondo. 
4) the City Council is investigating the 
cost and feasibility of expanding the Hondo 
City Park so that it might accommodate 
more families and other groups. 
Flood Remedy Sought 
5) the City Council has heard reports 
from the Corps of Engineers, the Neches 
River Authority, the Soil Conservation 
Service, HUD, and numerous other agen­ 
cies in its search for eliminating the threat 
of flooding in Hondo. 
It is studying storm 
sewers; it is studying the need for a larger 
sewage treatment facility in the not too 
distant future . 
6) the City Council went all out in 
helping create the Medina County Museum 
and thus preserve the heritage of our coun­ 
ty so that future residents can know what 
sacrifices were made to carve this civilized 
niche out of the wilderness. 
7) the City Council has cooperated ful­ 
ly in establishing a fine public library in 
Hondo. 
8) the City Council has given raises to 
city employees in an effort to bring their 
wages in accordance with living conditions. 
It would only be fair for me to say that 
perhaps over the years C ity Council mem­ 
bers have not worked as diligently as they 
could have to improve all aspects of our c i­ 
ty. 
But they certainly have not set on both 
hands al I this time . 
And I am convinced 
they w ill continue to expend more effort 
along these lines. 
Projects Cost Money 
Mayor George Brucks told Tony G arcia 
at that last meeting: "You people being 
here is one of the big changes we have 
seen in Hondo over the past four years. 
It 
proves you are interested in expressing an 
opinion about the way your government is 
run. 
Maybe we don't take immediate a c­ 
tion on every request you make, but every 
Councilman here is hearing you and think­ 
ing about your problems." 
What Mayor Brucks did not say, and 
which I believe must be pointed out, is— 
all the projects discussed In this column 
and the many other problems confronting 
the Council daily cannot be solved by a 
snap of the fingers or wishful thinking. 
They require thinking, planning, effort- 
-and above a ll, they require money. Mon­ 
ey that is obtained in two ways by our c i­ 
ty— tax money coming from property and 
sales taxes; and profits derived from the c i­ 
ty operating the electric utilities and the 
airport properties. 
Expenditures in operating the city at the 
present time use up all the monies taken in 
from these sources. To accomplish any new 
programs or projects would require extra
